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The  decorative  value  of  the  Gladiolus  for  general  use  is  just  coming  into  recognition. 
The  tendency  among  growers  has  been  to  emphasize  size  to  the  sacrifice  of  delicate  color 
and  grace  of  stem.  This  has  served  to  confuse  rather  than  help  the  average  gardener. 

For  those  who  do  not  grow  for  exhibition  purposes  solely,  there  are  many  varieties 
that  are  apt  to  be  overlooked,  which  if  from  well-grown  stock  will  give  pleasure  in  their 
beauty  and  dependability. 

After  years  of  neglect  the  prims  are  coming  into  their  own  and  the  charm  of  their 
graceful  stems,  delicate  color  and  daintily  poised  florets  is  universally  appreciated. 

The  small  gardener  who  has  room  for  only  a  few  glads  will  be  especially  interested 
in  the  endless  possibilities  of  their  combinations  with  other  flowers  and  with  foliage 
greens  of  various  types.
